Participation in this T e a g u e activ­ 
ity will be in line with th is govern­ 
m e n t’s policy, in keeping w ith the 
League's 
anti-narcotic 
conference, 
and o th e r hum a nitaria n activities. 
In accepting the expected in vita­ 
tion from the League th is 
govern­ 
ment, however, will point out that it 
does not put itself under a n y le a g u e 
of Nations commitment. 
" I t ’s a long road and a difficult 
one,” said a cabinet officer 
today, 
com m enting on the necessity for be­ 
g in n in g codification of inte rn atio n al 
law as an aid to peace. 
“ It will be 
easier for expert Jurists 
to 
reach 
ag reem e n ts among themselves than 
for th e ir various governm ents to ra t­ 
ify th e code which they produce.” 
The only way the United 
States 
can become a party to such an agree­ 
ment. it was pointed out in this con­ 
nection, Is through the accustomed 
m edium of treaties ratified by the 
Senate. 
Senate support, as well as th at of 
the executive branch of t h e govern­ 
ment, is believed assured, however, 
for an y established code of world law. 
T h e method employed by th e Lea­ 
gue council in initiating its 
plan 
th ro u g h appointment of j u r i s t s r a th ­ 
er th a n by a political conference of 
powers follows the suggestions em­ 
bodied in President C o olidge^ mes­ 
sage in Congress last week.

Participation in this League activ­ 
ity will be in line with this govern­ 
ment's policy, in keeping with the 
League’s 
anti-narcotic 
conference, 
and other humanitarian activities. 
In accepting the expected invita­ 
tion from the League this 
govern­ 
ment, however, will point out that it 
does not put itself under any League 
of Nations commitment. 
“ It’s a long road and a difficult 
one,” said a cabinet officer 
today, 
commenting on the necessity for be­ 
ginning codification of international 
law as an aid to peace. 
“ It will be 
easier for expert jurists 
to 
reach 
agreements among themselves than 
for their various governments to ra t­ 
ify the code which they produce.”

And “substance” is defined as “that which underlies all out­ 
ward manifestations.” 
Here are two examples of definitions which, figuratively 
speaking, run around the block and collide with themselves; 
“Beak— The bill of a bird.” 
“ Bill— The beak of a bird.” 
“Bravery— Courage.” 
“Courage— Bravery.” 
And when the child looks up this particular dictionary to 
ascertain what a “kangaroo” is, the seeker for knowledge from 
this dictionary well draws up this sparkling oaken bucket full to 
the brim with this information: “A huge leaping herbivorous ani­ 
mal peculiar to Australia.” 
All school dictionaries should be printed in large type. 
They 
should contain many illustrations and the definitions should Ik* 
understandable ones.

That is 
a most illuminating sort of definition and leaves the child sus­ 
pended in mid-air. 
Here is another concerning an “octave.” 
It is defined as “an 
interval of eight diatonic steps.” 
Our cat plays octaves on the 
piano. 
And “substance” is defined as “that which underlies all out­ 
ward manifestations.” 
Here are two examples of definitions which, figuratively 
speaking, run around the block and collide with themselves: 
“Beak— The bill of a bird.” 
“ Bill— The beak of a bird.” 
“ Brave ry— Co u rage. ’’ 
4 4 Co u ra go— B r a very. ” 
And when the child looks up this particular dictionary to 
ascertain what a “kangaroo” is, the seeker for knowledge from 
this dictionary well draws up this sparkling oaken bucket full to 
the brim with this information: “A huge leaping herbivorous ani 
mal peculiar to Australia.” 
All school dictionaries should be printed in large type. 
They 
should contain many illustrations and the definitions should be 
understandable ones. 


EATING! OK FSB IT ’SKINS 


•Le a r n ed London doctors have taken up a ck.4cus.Mion on che 
question of eating fruit skins and have formed two sections, those 
who favor the practice and those who condemn it. 
As to our 
recollection of the m atter of apples, the great question did no 
concern fruit skins, but the core.

of experiment by every hopeful and it includes green apples, green 
watermelon, cucumbers, etc., each of which carried a talc of woe 
and sometimes a doctor’s visit too. 


INCOME TAX PUBLISH I NO CASES 


T ile publishing of income tax returns caused t h e appearance 
in court of the New York Tribune Co., Inc,, and the Baltimore 
Post. 
True, no one believes that either paper will ever be pun­ 
ished for printing such returns as news, but nevertheless the 
papers must engage counsel and they are put to considerable ex­ 
pense defending themselves. 
Newton D. Baker, attorney for the Post, has well contended 
that the information published by the newspaper did not consti­ 
tute “a part of the income tax retu rn ” and that if the law were 
construed contrary to this proposition such construction would be 
in violation of the constitutional freedom of speech and the press. 
The Brainerd Dispatch and Bemidji Daily Pioneer were cau­ 
tious about printing any income tax returns as news and so can 
view the progress of the two or more cases being tried by the gov­ 
ernment with all due equanimity and a perfect conscience.

Owners Lag in Making 
Mines Safe for W orkers 


(By United Pres*) 
Washington, Dec, IO.— Safety rec­ 
ommendations of the Bureau of Mines 
have not been adopted in the mines 
of the country "as rapidly and as 
broadly as Is necessary if the loss of 
lives iH to he stopped," Director IL 
Foster Rain of the Bureau stated in 
his annual report to the secretary of 
the interior made public today. 
Rain said thut though there has 
been progress in the decreased loss of 
life due to accidents from explosives, 
"the death rate from gas and dual 
explosions is as great as ever." 
The 
report pointed out that though in ­ 
itial explosions can not always he 
prevented, the great mine disasters 
result from the spreading of the ex ­ 
plosion throughout the mine on ac­ 
count of dust. 
It is this hazard that 
should he eliminated, Bain said. 
For the 13 years, 1911 to 1923, In­ 
clusive the 
Bureau’s records show 
23,822 lives lost through nil classes 
of accidents at bituminous mines. E x­ 
plosions of gas and coal dust caused 
3,1.85 deaths or 13 per cent of the 
total. 
The study of mine hazards conduct­ 
ed by the Bureau ha* indicated, the 


report said, that had the coal mines 
of the country In the past, years fol­ 
lowed the principle of rock dusting 
the mines as a means of preventing 
the spread of explosions, many l a r g e 
mine disasters would not have oc­ 
curred and hundreds of lives could 
have been saved, 
In view of the 
large number of deal bs from explo­ 
sions during and since 1922, the Bu­ 
reau urged that the practice of rock- 
dusting he adopted as soon as prac­ 
ticable In all bituminous mines in 
which dust constitutes u hazard. 
During the fiscal year the Bureau 
studied the possibilities of radio as a 
means of establishing communication 
between miners trapped underground 
following mine fires and explosions 
and rescue part lea on the 
surface. 
The results give some promise of the 
possible development of a satisfactory 
system of communication 
through 
what Is known as Hne-radlo. which 
utilizes nodal piping, 
wiring, 
car 
tracks, ami other permanent metal 
equipment as carriers for the voice.

The Babe 
didn’t like the layout of tin* stadium as well as the playing Acid of tho Giants 
and any manager will fell you that when a player gids a hunch of any kind 
that hi' can’t hit in a certain park be will lait hit there. 
If, took the Babe two years to make good bis ambition to become flu' 
champion batsman of tin1 American League. 
He won tile title this year with 
tm average of .378, and lie also won tin* slugging championship again wit ii 
46 home-runs. 
Rogers Hornsby was one of the very few other players Who 
won the batting championship in the Hume season. 
Tile Babe’s hitting last season practically kept the Yankees in the pen­ 
nant light through mid-season when the team was crippled and stumbling. 
He went into a bad slump in the last weeks of the pennant race when lie got 
worried and started trying too hard. 
It is the usual fault of a ball player 
that he will try too hard to pull himself out of a slump and will defeat the 
very method of getting bis eye back on the ball. 
Ruth probably will win the batting championship again next year, as lie 
certainly is no flash in the pan, 
He is a great team worker and if lie feels 
that singles and doubles will do more for the yankees in the 1926 race than 
home runs lie will be out there getting his couple of hits a day.

In the third round he be­ 
gan cutting his opponent's face to 
ribbons with vicious left hooks and 
sharp right crosses. 
The result will he recorded as 
technical knockout, hut it means as 
i much to Gibbons as though the ref­ 
eree had counted the customary IO 
over tho Negro, 
Gibbons dsiplayed 
complete mastery over his black op­ 
ponent who for years has been the 
Nemesis of the leading white light 
heaviest and heavyweights.
